[17th December , 1993 ] 

An Act further to amend the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty-fourth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Merchant Shipping (Amendment) 
Act, 1993. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on th e 27th day of 
October, 1903.

“51. (I) Where there is only one registered mortgagee of'grghip 
or share, he shall be entitled to recover the amount due tinder the 
mortgage by selling tito mortgaged ship or share without approach¬ 
ing the High Court;
